ed from the turkey. 


Penny turkeys although finished are 


considered B Grades, and very penny ones 
C Grades, so you can readily see that the 
support price can not go into effect until 
after October. 


We think the market will be very firm, 


and that it may be possible that we can 
pay support price or better without going 
through the Government purchase pro- 
gram. 


Should the cash markets not be in line 


with the government prices we will pur- 
chase for the government program.
